2. A concentration camp with a Uo-man capacity is located at the mouth of the Vam

guard unit has six rifles and one MAS sub-machine gun. A 70-man concentration 
canrp is located in the same area, but the exact site is unknown. It is guarded 
by ten men with five rifles and is commanded by deputy platoon leader Ho Van 
Nginh, a Tonkinese . 

3- Miscellany 

a. The Democratic Republic of Vietnam (DRV) has recently laid-off a large 
number of civil servants and has thus lowered the morale among the 
remaining workers . These workers have shown their discontent with Com- 
munist methods in the DRV by abandoning their posts and going over to the 
National Government. Only 30 percent of the total number of civil servants 
approve of the organizational methods adopted by the DRV. 

b. All the fertile rice fields of the Plaine des Jones have been occupied 
by Franco -Vietnamese forces, depriving the DRV of resources. The collec- 
tion of taxes in either rice or money has become difficult. As a result, 
the DRV is consideraing the abandonment of the Plaine des jbnes.
